THE DEAN OF STEEPLECHASING PASSES 





The dean of steeplechasing, a true gentleman and horseman, Thomas 


Hitchcock, Sr., a man who made, trained and raced more winners through 
the field in America than anyone else in the past fifty years died last Mon 
day. His passing represents a momentous lo to racing Not only did he 
contribute greatly to the game as a perennial leading winner, but he sus 
tained the sport, at times almost single-handed, in supplying finished and 
thoroughly schooled jumpers for other owners who wished to see their color

Only last Saturday, Futurity day at Belmont, the famou Hitcheock 


green was carried to victory in The Jolly Roger. The octogenarian traine: 
owner and former gentleman rider was on hand to see his two to five shot 
Redlands score. But a 3-year-old, Redlands won with the significant ease that 
has been the manner of all thoroughly schooled Hitchcock horses, and in 


doing so he beat older ‘chasei For the past decades the surest thing in 
American racing has been a Hiteheock favorite. Their steady triumphs have 
done much to win the following of the betting public and promote enthusiasm 
in general for the badly mistreated ;:teeplechasing game 

Quiet and kindly, understanding and with rare patience, Mr. Hitehcock 
went by the log “Trifles make perfection and perfection is no trifle” He 
was forever alert to obtaining prospective ‘chasers as weanlings; knew full 


well the value of bloodlines and conformation, that he came near to one 


hundred per cent success and winne In the training of steeplechasers he 
was preeminent He first began specializing in this field in 1900 and per 
haps had the best horse in his career but six years later, when his Good and 
Plenty won the Belmont Grand National with 170 pounds up in 1906. There 
has never been another in steeplechasing who has had so many truly top 


performers and he is undoubtedly the only one in America who has consis 
tently raised and made his winners from weanlings and yearlings and not 
converted ex-flat runners or hunter: This is the leaf from this great horse 
1 who wish to succeed in the 


man’s book that is the one to be borrowed by a 


future as he has in the past 


The Hitchcock training routine of the Aiken farm was revolutionary in 


principle Thoroughbred horses were kept in the rough, out in large pad 
docks, barefooted, with long coats, to be brought in and saddled and breezed 
or schooled over big fences without so much as a cuffins Even on brisk 
wintry days these colts would be loosed again after schools and works, left 


to cool themselves out, some still wet from their exertions Pea hay, sweet 
feed and grain was the diet of Hitehcock horses and they thrived on it 

Several trainers have emulated certain of Mr. Hitchcock’s measures, 
such as figure-eighting of young horses about trees in the woods for handi 
ness, but no one knows the entire routine of this most successful of all 
trainers 

Mr. Hitchcock was also a life long enthusiast of polo and foxhunting 
He was one of the early masters of Meadow Brook and founded the Aiken 
Drag Hunt with Mrs. Hitcheock, his wife who died in 1934 Mrs. Hitchcock 
was one of the most beloved ladies of sport She it was who gathered 
Thomas Hitchcock Jr., Michael Phipps, Stewart Iglehart, and others together 
in forming The Meadow Larks, a polo team for youngsters who were all to 
go on to international renown. A first flighter joint-Master over the biggest 
Aiken drags, where jumping lines once averaged all but five and a half feet.

Mr. Hitchcock was a 10 goal polo player in 1886. He captained the 1st 
American International team, which lost to the English. His team mates in- 
cluded W. K. Thorn, the late Raymond Belmont and one of the greatest all 
around athletes this country has ever known, Foxhall Keene. Mr. Keene, 
who had been living in Canada for the past several years preceeded his cele- 
brated team-mate in death, going on to that Valhalla of sporting great only 
the Thursday before 

Lest we forget the widespread wealth of steeplechase winners that Mr. 
Hitchcock has contributed to the American sport of steeplechasing, we re- 
print the summaries of horses of his development during the years 1938- 
1939-1940. The records for 1941 have yet to be brought to a close, yet last- 
ing recognition and memory of Mr. Hitchcock will undoubtedly be wrought 
with his older horses still running and with the successes of young horses 
brought out this year in Lechlade, Bath, Elkridge, Redlands, and others. A 
complete recapitulation of this celebrated owner-trainer’s triumphs would
